Visit to Grayling was one 
kid’s dream come true

it may be easy for area resi- 
dents to take the natural wonders 
of Grayling for granted, but for 
one Michigan youngster, a visit 
to Crawford County was a dream

Jeffrey Jagodzinski, of Port 
Huron, was diagnosed at a young 
age with a potentially fatal heart 
condition called tricuspid atre- 
sia. A charity organization 
called the Kid’s Wish Network 
offered Jeffrey the chance to 
make one wish and take a vaca- 
tion anywhere in the United 
States, 

Jeffrey could have gone to the 
Grand Canyon, Disney World or 
to the mountains of Colorado. 
He chose Grayling. 

“That kid could have went to 
Hawaii. He could have gone 
anywhere he wants to go...that 
makes Grayling a pretty special 
place,” said Jeffrey’s mother, 
Lisa Jagodzinski. 

He arrived with his family on 
July 24 and remained in the area 
until July 27, 
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Jeffrey first encountered the 
Grayling area when he went on a 
canoe trip down the AuSable at 
age 13. He fell in love with the 
fishing and wildlife of the area. 
Now that he has had the opportu- 
nity to spend time in Grayling 
once again, he says he loves the 
region more than ever. 

“Yd probably move here,” said 
Jeffrey. 

The experience set in motion 
when the Kid’s Wish Network 
contacted the Grayling Visitor’s 
Bureau and asked if something 
could be arranged. Executive 
Director Ilene Geiss-Wilson 
immediately set to work on cre- 
ating the ideal “up north” experi- 
ence for Jeffrey. 

“This was probably one of the 
most rewarding things I’ve ever 
done,” said Wilson. 

Jeffrey stayed at the Woodland 
Hotel with his mother, Lisa, his 
sister, Nicole and his stepfather, 
Simon Combs.

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Volunteers

A group of local conserva- 
tionists and anglers are seeking 
to recruit a corp of volunteers to 
do a water quality monitoring 
project on the AuSable River 
Watershed. 

The Marguerite Gahagan 
Nature Preserve, which ts based 
in Roscommon, has partnered 
with the AuSable River Center, 
Anglers of the AuSable and 
Kirtland Community College 
for the study. 

The Marguerite Gahagan 
Nature Preserve received a start 
up grant from the Michigan 
Clean Water Corps (MiCorps) 
aimed at recruiting a group of 
volunteers for the study, devel- 
oping a monitoring plan and 
obtaining another grant for 
ongoing water quality studies. 

The Volunteer Stream 
Monitoring Program was estab- 
lished by the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
in 1998 and placed under 
MiCorps administration in 
2005. Through this year, it has 
awarded. nearly $400,000 in 


monitoring grants to volunteer, 
organizations. The Great Lakes’ 


Commission administers the 
program along with the Huron 
River Watershed Council, in 
partnership with the DEQ. 

The water quality monitoring 
project will focus on the Upper 
AuSable River Watershed tn 
Roscommon, Crawford, Otsego

Museum offers tour 
of historic homes

The owners of four historic 
homes have graciously opened 
their doors to give the commu- 
nity a perspective on Grayling’s 
founders architectural heritage. 

The Crawford County 
Museum is holding a Historical 
Homes Tour from | p.m. to 4 
p.m. on Saturday as a fund- 
raiser for the museum. 

The four homes on the tour 
were built in the late 1800s or 
early 1900s. 

“The Historical Homes Tour 
will give people a better idea of 
what life used to be like here 
and the style of architecture in 
the Victorian era,” said Priscilla 
Geyer, the curator for the 
Crawford County Museum. “It 
will take people back to the turn 
of the century, and really gives 
them an idea of the craftsman- 
ship that went into building 
these homes.” 

The first home on the tour 
was built by lumber baron 
Rasmus Hanson. 

The home features ornate 
woodworking, stained glass, 
beveled windows, three carved 
fireplaces, hand-painted murals 
depicting scenes from the 
Danish countryside and a 
widow’s walk. The attic of the 
home was once used as a ball- 
room. One of the parlors in the 
home includes a large glass 
bookcase. 

_The carriage house for the 
Rasmus Hanson Home will 
also be viewed during the the 
tour, 

The carriage house retains its 
original wood flooring and 
walls, and the tongue-in-groove 
paneling in the tack room. The 
upstairs of the carriage house 
includes a 15-foot carpenter’s 
bench where windows and 
doors for the main house and 
other houses along Peninsular 
Avenue were made:: 

The Rasmus Hanson home is 
currently owned by Jill and 
Dave Wyman. 

The second home on the tour 
was built by Nels Peter Olson, 
another Grayling lumberman 
and real estate developer, in 


1894, An oak staircase is locat- 
ed in the foyer of the home, 
which also includes an ornate 
brass, oil lantern chandelier. 
The sitting room features a fire- 
place with a hand-crafted cop- 
per hearth. The home includes 
Danish murals painted by artist 
Waldemar Jensen, which were 
done as payment for his stay in 
the home. Jensen also painted 
murals in other homes located 
on Peninsular Avenue. The tour 
of the home, owned by Cherie 
and Dr. David Hunter, ends 
with a walk through the gar- 
dens. 

The third home on the tour 
was built by banker Marius 
Hanson in 1903. The two story 
house has 12 rooms, which 
emphasize unigue Victorian 
architecture. The home has a 
large living room and sitting 
room, which are separate by an 
archway and large dining room. 
The ceilings of the home retain 
the original cove molding. 

The home was purchased by 
Clara and Earl Dawson, the 
original owners of Dawsons, in 
1934, 

The home is currently owned 
by Terry and Tex McGregor. 

The fourth home on the tour 
was built by the Jackson, 
Lansing & Saginaw Railroad. 
The 12-room home features 
small pillars that lead into the 
parlor. The dining room fea- 
tures a wood-molding around 
the ceilings. One of the’ bath- 
rooms features a walnut vanity 
built in 1920, 

A garden sculpture sits at the 
corner of the house, where cur- 
rent owner, Juana Essmaker, 
recently planted 140 rosebush- 
es. , 

Passports, which are required 
for admission to the Historical 
Home Tours, are $10. They can 
be purchased at the museum 
and at Flowers by Josie. 

Raymond Goodwin, a play- 
wright and actor from 
Rosebush, will perform a one- 
man, one-act play in the court- 
yard of the Crawford County 
Museum at [1:30 a.m. called 
“Antler Ridge” prior of the 
home tour.

Winner, winner notary chicken dinner

Like the planning that goes 
into the AuSable River Festival 
and canoe marathon, it takes 
several days and volunteers to 
provide the tasty barbeque 
chicken dinners provided by the 
Grayling Rotary Club. 

The Grayling Rotary Club 
marked its 12th year for holding 
the barbeque chicken dinner as 
part of the AuSable River 
Festival. 

The dinner is a combined 
effort between Rotary mem- 
bers, volunteers and Camp 
Grayling officials. 

The initial steps for the chick- 
en dinner took place last week, 
when the chicken for the 700 
chicken dinners were delivered 
to a Camp Grayling mess hall. 

There, volunteer Skip Kaiser, 
thawed the frozen birds in the 
huge sinks in the mess hall 
using a kosher salt brine to pre- 
serve the flavor and juices in the 
meat. . 

Kaiser, a retired Army and 
Camp Grayling mess hall ser- 
geant, has volunteered his serv- 
ice to precook the chickens for 
the dinner for the last 10 years. 
He is the husband of Therese 
Kaiser, the current Grayling 
Rotary Club president. 

“TL have a lot of fun doing it,” 
Kaiser said. “I love cooking. 
Cooking is my thing, and to me 
it’s all to benefit the community 
what we’re doing.” 

On Thursday, Kaiser, Bill 
Zadorsky and Camp Grayling 
mess hall staff cooked the 
chickens until they reached the 
required 180 degrees. The 
chicken is seasoned with poul- 
try seasoning, garlic powder, 
onion powder, kosher salt and 
paprika. 

The chicken is then frozen in 
the huge flash freezers at Camp 
Grayling. 

The entire process is 
observed by Amy Eling, the 
sanitarian for District 
Department #10. 

“There’s never a chance for 
botulism or anything like that,” 
Kaiser said. 

Kaiser and Zadorsky, who are 
known for preparing meals for 
large gatherings. Kaiser also 
prepares all of the turkey for the 
Crawford AuSable Community 
Thanksgiving Day dinners, 

“It’s just the satisfaction of 
helping a friend and it’s a good 
cause for the community,” 
Zadorsky said of volunteering 
his time to prepare the chick- 
ens. 

The chicken is transferred out 
of the mess hall freezers into 
coolers for the dinner. 

The day of the dinner, Rotary 
members slather the thawed 
chicken with barbeque sauce 
and grill it at the American 
Legion, 

“They fire up the grills, and 
that’s 
ing them up,” Kaiser said. 

Col. Dean Brown, the camp 
commander at Camp Grayling 
and a Grayling Rotary Club 
member, said the use. of the 
mess hall facilities and staff was 
initiated by the late Col. Dennis 
Hull, the former camp com- 
mander who was also involved 
with the Rotary Club.

and Oscoda Counties and all the 

rivers branches and tributaries. 
Much of the work involves 

monitoring stream-dwelling pop- 

ulations of insects, worms, mol- 


lusks, crustaceans and other crea- : 


tures, some of which are highly 
sensitive to changes in water qual- 
ity and provide food for fish and 
other organisms. Volunteers also 
will assess the quality of local 
stream habitat. 

“We really want to get people 
that care about the river connected 
(o each so they work together to 
protect the river,” said Tom Dale, 
the education director for the 
Marguerite Gahagan Nature 
Preserve and a retired Kirtland 
Community College science pro- 
fessor.

Applications may be picked up from Central Office by those non-resident parents interested in 
Schools of Choice. Applications are available in the respective High Schooi or Elementary offices begin- 
ning Monday, August 20th between 8:30 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. 

Applications are to be returned to the school by 3:30 p.m., August 24th, 2007. Should the district 
receive more applications that tne district has seats available in any of the K-8 and 9-12 grades, a ran- 
dom drawing method will be used to fill vacancies. Parents will be notified by Aug. 27th on the status of 
their application. 


Schools of Choice 


There are two school districts within Oscoda County. They share many similarities and yet are very dif- 
ferent. The Fairview Area Schools and Mio AuSable Schools are rivals at times in athletics but when it 
comes to the education of students, united in commitment to excellence. Each serves studénts the con- 
text of the community in which each js located; this is why they are called Public Schools. They reflect the 
public interest in each community and that alone make each different. 

You many have seen ads placed by the schools encouraging parents to consider “Choice” 


What is the issue of choice? 

The schools of choice provisions in Section 105 and 105c of the State School Aid Act are designed to 
allow local school districts to enrolt nonresident students and count then in membership without having to 
obtain approval from the district of residence. Section 105 permits locat schoo! districts to enroll students 
who reside in other local school districts within the same intermediate school district. Section 105c allows 
enrollment of students who reside in school districts located on contiguous intermediate school districts. 
Local schoo! districts may also participate in cooperative education programs with other local or interme- 
diate school districts that permit them to enroll and count each other’s resident students. Cooperative 
education programs are not governed by the Section 105 or 105c requirements. This part of the School 
Aid Act is designed to give parents a greater amount of freedom in choosing the schools best suited for 
their child or children. Each local schoo district decided whether or not it will participate in the schools of 
choice. under Section 105 and/or 105c. If a district decides to participate in one or both of these programs, 
it must do the following: 


* Publish the grades, schools and special programs, if any, for which it will accept nonresident stu- 
dents. 
* Determine whether it has a limited or unlimited number of positions available for nonresident appli- 
cants. 
¢ Follow the specific application procedures and timelines described in the legislation. 

¢ Determine which students will be offered enrollment and notify the parents. If the number of applicant 
does not exceed the number of positions available, the district must accept all eligible applicants. If the 
number of applicants exceeds the number of positions available, the district must accept eligible appli- 
cants in the following order: 


FAIRVIEW AREA SCHOOLS

Students who were enrolled in and attended the district in the immediately preceding school year or 
semester. 
2. Other students who reside in the same household as the students in #1. 
3. Other students selected according to a random draw system, which must also be used to establish} 
a waiting list. 
| 


Why might parents choose to change schools? 

Parents make this choice based upon their own reasons. Some make a change due to the climate of 
the schools, while others look at the programs being offered. Others have not had a good experience with 
certain staff members. Some choice is exercised based upon athletics; some is based upon size. 
Whatever the reason, parents are the ones making the choice. This reflects the belief that parents and | | 
not the government are responsible for the education of their children. 


For whatever reason you may have for making a change, the window of opportunity is open until 
August 27th to file an application for enrollment under Schools of Choice. Both Fairview Area Schools | 
and Mio AuSable Schools have indicated that they are accepting applications and have published any | 
restrictions which might apply. 


Note: Neither district grants or refuses enrollment based on age, except in the case of an applicant for f 
a program not appropriate for his/her age. Neither district grants or refuses enrollment based upon reli- 
gion, race, color, national origin, sex, height, weight, marital status,or athletic ability, nor, generally, in vio- | 
lation of any state or federal law prohibiting discrimination. Neither district grants or refuses enrolment to | 
a student eligible for special education programs and services, unless the application is under Section 
105c and there is no written agreement with the district of residence. Both districts may refuse to enroll 

an applicant who has been suspended within the preceding two years or who has ever been expelled. 
Districts are not required to provide transportation for students under Section 105 or 105c.,
